While | support this proposal, | do have a couple concerns.

First of all, thank you for what you all do, and thank you for providing us
with the best possible public process during this pandemic.

This is a great opportunity for hunters to be able to pursue an animal that
many may never draw in their lifetime.

That said, | don't think this is a proper tool to try and reduce point creep.

To make this effective, you need as many hunters on the ground as
possible, and such a deterrent--especially the lifetime waiting period--will
most certainly stop the vast majority of would-be bison hunters from
attempting this hunt.

It's already a VERY difficult hunt, and most likely limited only to hunters
with access to pack animals, and hunters who are in extremely good
shape.

A couple other key points to consider.

1) Our bonus point system is used in Limited Entry hunts... This is not a
limited entry hunt, there is no limit on who, or how many can purchase the
tag.

2) The lifetime waiting period is only for once in a lifetime hunts... This is
very likely a hunt that will continue for several seasons, and as such, this is
not a once in a lifetime hunt, and that waiting period should not apply.

All that said, if the waiting period and bonus points were only forfeited if the
hunter is successful, then perhaps | could consider that a fair compromise.

As an avid hunter | never thought | would be an advocate for reducing tags
but as | look at the charge that Mr Jones showed for the states deer
population objective we have had two time in the past 28 years that we
have been within 100,000 animals. It is estimated that we currently have
321,150 deer in the states entire herd but we want to have a population
objective. | may be wrong when | hear a population objective | assume that
this means we want to average around this number not have it be the
ultimate ceiling. If my assumption is correct that we do want to have our
average population be around 453,100 we need to be considering more
drastic changes than a 10% change. During the Board meeting where they
talked about Bear tags. One of the board members made a motion to
drastically increase the number of bear tags in an effort to help the deer
herds. His plead was we need to do something today that is meaningful
and significant. If we go year after year making small changes to the
number of tags we wont have a significant impact for a number of years.
With this argument in mind | ask is a 10% decrease in tags enough? Or do
we need to take a larger cut this year and possible the next so that we can
get our deer herd to a place where we can have both more opportunities
and higher quality hunts.

Utah Wild Sheep Foundation has reviewed, on a unit by unit basis, the
DWR recommendations for Bighorn Sheep ("BHS") permits for the 2020
season. As an organization, we are excited about the overall increase in
permit numbers and believe it reflects the hard work and commitment made
to BHS recovery by the DWR and related sportsmen/conservation groups.
We also understand and support the need to reduce permit numbers on
certain units, as necessary, in order to maintain age objectives, overall
population health and quality hunting experiences for these much sought
after hunting permits.

We would like to express our concern In regards to several units in the
state that we consider "recovering" populations. These populations of both
Desert and California Bighorn have all suffered catastrophic disease
events, which resulted in substantial declines in overall population and
resultant permit numbers. The limited hunting opportunities that remain
have been very difficult, at best, with substantial financial and time
commitments required, in very difficult terrain, to have a reasonable
opportunity for harvest. As these populations recover, we feel it is
appropriate to have a more conservative approach in respect to increased
permit numbers, in order to ensure continued population recovery and
quality hunting opportunities.

e San Juan subunits-last year there were 3 permits issued with 1
successfully filled. There are 5 permits being recommended for 2020.

« Dirty Devil-last year there were 2 permits issued and there are 6 permits
being recommended for 2020. Although both hunters were successful in
2019, they hunted with extremely knowledgeable guides and spent
considerable time afield. There has also been a consistent decrease in the
age class of rams harvested on this unit, over the past 4 years.

« Stansbury Mtns-last year there were 3 permits issued and there are 5
permits being recommended for 2020. This unit is well under population
objective and has been supplemented by transplant for the last 3 years.

Additionally, as one of the organizations that participated in updating the
Statewide BHS management plan in 2018, we believe the permit
recommendations were set as more of a guideline rather than hard
numbers and want to reiterate our support for giving the DWR flexibility in
determining appropriate permit numbers.

In conclusion, we would like to thank the DWR and its personnel for their
continued commitment to BHS management and recovery throughout the

State of Utah.
